I he Borough la x Collector takes in annually about a third 
of a million dollars in taxes for the Bristol Borough Government, 
for the School District, and for the County. 
Keeping these tax payments properly recorded, and keeping 
thrm properly accounted for, is a job for a man who is trained, 
honest, careful and experienced. 
So important ta the work that bonds totalling $70,000 are 
placed upon the official. T here is one bond for $ 1 0 ,000 for the 
Borough s taxes, another of $ 3 0 ,000 for the school taxes, and a 
third bond of $30,000 for the C ounty taxes.

us well as having the necessary qualifications and experience to 
do justice to this work, is always difficult for any community. 
Two years ago, when a vacancy developed in the tax office. 
Bristol Borough found such a man. Hr is William ll. II. Fine, 
I who had been educated in financial matters by attending several 
j business schools, and who moreover had had the benefit of many 
years employment in a local bank, where he had risen to Assist- 
j ant ('ashier. 
Mr. Line had the further advantage of broad experience in 
[ Borough affairs, since he had been in Borough Council for ten 
years, representing the First Ward. 
Since he has been in office Mr. Fine has collected two thirds 
of a million dollars in taxes, every penny of which has been prop­ 
erly accounted for. There has never bren the least question 
whether the tax money was going where it ought to be going. 
I Ie has given the work his close personal attention, and has 
reorganized the office in the interests of the highest efficiency. 
Mr. F ine a renomination for the position of Borough Tax 
Collector, as candidate of the Republican Rady, was a foregone 
conclusion. 
No citizen of Bristol who thinks the matter over is apt to 
decide that it would be a good idea to get rid of Mr. l ine as Tax 
( ollector —— to vote him out of office next November 8, and 
put in a new, untrained and untried tax collet tor. 
Mr. Fine unquestionably deserves the wholehearted support 
of all Bristol's voters in running for a new term, 
The way to cast your vote for him is to vote Straight Republi- 
t an.

She can have peace of mind, 
even though abe may not have 
peaceful sleep or much time she can 
call her own, and the rest of the 
family may not. 
There seems to be spme good pos­ 
sibilities if a fter n few weeks the 
mother works closely with the pe­ 
diatrician a t discovering what the 
infant's most favorable period with- 
•;;* food is and thereafter holds the 
Infant to the derived schedule; and 
moreover revises this schedule at 
later interval *.

But as th** relf-demand method 
is interpreted and carried out by 
m m " over-optimistic mothers even 
with th** aid of a pediatrician, th* 
time of setting any schedule nt all 
may be delayed several months,
